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I n the autumn of 1996, shortly be¬ 
fore presenting my book “UN 
Massacre Game?,” in Brescia, I 
asked Fr. Luigi Villa what I should an¬ 
swer if someone asked questions 
about the “Third Secret” of Fatima, 
in relation to the presentation of text 
of the book. 

Father Villa, then, showed me the text 
of “The Secret of Fatima” which 
was published, in 1963, by the Ger¬ 
man magazine “Neues Europa” in 
Stuttgart, and told me, «If you take 
the text of the “Third Secret” of Fa¬ 
tima, written by Lucia, and added or 
removed one comma, you would have 


created a “fake.” Now, this text, pub¬ 
lished by “Neues Europa,” is almost 
three times longer than the original 
text of the “Third Secret,” and it can 
definitely be called a “fake.” But a 
patently “false” text may contain 
individual sentences that belong to 
the original text.» At that point, be¬ 
fore my eyes, he opened the pages of 
that document and pointed out, one 
by one, the sentences that were con¬ 
tained in the original text of the

After a few years, I returned to this 
topic, asking Father Villa: «How did 
“Neues Europa” happen to have this

Father didn’t answer my question di¬ 
rectly, but said, «Card. Ottaviani 
wrote that diplomatic document. He 
was later contacted by those of the

On May 13, 2000, being in Fatima for 
the Beatification of the two little shep¬ 
herds, Francisco and Jacinta Marto, 
John Paul II announced the immi¬ 
nent publication of the “Third Se¬ 
cret” of Fatima. 


On June 26, 2000, the Vatican pub¬ 
lished a four page text written by Lu¬

Doctrine of the Faith, and an inter¬ 
pretation of the “Secret.” This inter¬ 
pretation included a letter from John 
Paul II to Sister Lucia, the report of 
the interview Card. Bertone had 
with Sister Lucia, the speech given 
at Fatima by Cardinal Angelo So- 
dano on April 27, 2000, and a theo¬ 
logical commentary by Card. 
Ratzinger, Prefect of the Congrega- 
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On January 3, 1944, Lucia dos Santos wrote the “Third Secret” of 
Fatima on a slip of paper and on January 9 she communicated to the 
Bishop of Leiria that she had obeyed his order. On June 17, 1944, Lu¬ 
cia delivered the “Third Secret” of Fatima document to Mons. Fer¬ 
reira, Bishop of Gurza. 


tion for the Doctrine of the Faith. 

Two days later, at a press conference 
on the Third Secret, Msgr. Bertone 
made an amazing statement that end¬ 
ed with these words: «... the secret 
has nothing to do with the apostasy 
tied to the Council, the Novus Ordo 
(the Mass) and the Conciliar Popes 


that has been asserted by the fun¬ 
damentalists [Traditionalists] for 
decades. For this fact alone, it was 
worth the trouble to reveal the Se¬

with the assassination attempt of Pope 
John Paul II at St. Peter’s, on May 13, 
1981 were also endorsed by Card. 
Ratzinger, who, in an interview on 
May 19, 2000, to Orazio La Rocca of 
“La Repubblica,” stated at the end [of 
the interview]: «The connection be¬ 
tween the assassination attempt and 
the “Third Secret” is evident, it ex¬ 
ists in the facts!» 

In the face of this manifest fraud, the 
press exploded: “II Messaggero,” “La 
Repubblica,” “La Stampa” ... and, on 
May 17, 2000, “Le Figaro” published

And where are these words in the doc¬ 
ument presented by the Vatican, on 
June 26, 2000?

The words of John Paul II, in Ful¬ 
da, were recorded by the magazine 
“Vox Fidei”! 

In 2006, there was an outburst with 
the case of the “Fourth Secret of Fa¬ 
tima,” which culminated with the 
publication of the book: “The Third 
Secret of Fatima Published by the 
Vatican is a Fake, Here’s the Evi¬ 
dence by Laurent Morlier, and 
the book by Antonio Socci, “The 
Fourth Secret of Fatima.” roused by 
the statements made by Archbishop 
Capovilla on the existence of this 
“Fourth Secret,” i.e. the confirma¬ 
tion of the existence of a small sheet 
on which Lucy wrote the “Third Se¬ 
cret” of Fatima. 

At that time, I asked Father Villa if he 
could shed some light on this issue, 
but he just told me that it was only a 
private revelation and, therefore, it 
was not matters of Faith. 

I did not insist. 

In 2009, when I was collaborating in 
the preparation of the English edition 
of the book: “Paul VI beatified?” we 
worked on the texts in Appendix 4 
that reported on the Apparitions of 
Our Lady of Good Success in Quito, 
of Our Lady of La Salette and Our 
Lady of Fatima. 

The last text to be defined was the one 
related to the “Third Secret” of Fati¬ 
ma. Then, I took the document pub¬ 
lished by “Neues Europa,” tran¬ 
scribed the sentences that Father Villa 
had indicated as the sentences appear¬ 
ing in the original document of Lucia, 
printed it out and handed it to Father 


for his approval. A few days later, Fa¬ 
ther gave back the paper to me, say¬ 
ing: «It’s okay!» 

The English edition of the book “Paul 
VI beatified?” went to press. On the 
pages 352 and 353, all the sentences 
that Father Villa had indicated to me 
as present in the “Third Secret” of Fa¬ 
tima, written by Lucia on a single 
sheet of paper, were shown. 

On May 11, 2010, during the flight to 
Fatima, Pope Benedict XVI respond¬ 
ed to a question about the “Third Se¬ 
cret” of Fatima, blatantly contra¬ 
dicting the official version of the 
Vatican in 2000 stating that the con¬ 
secration of Russia had already 
been done and that the prophecy of 
the Third Secret had ended with the 
assassination attempt on John Paul 
II, in 1981. 

The key words of Benedict XVI 
were: «We would be mistaken to 
think that Fatima’s prophetic mes¬ 
sage has been completely realized.» 
In addition, he expressed the hope the 
centenary of the Apparitions of 1917, 
may hasten the fulfillment of the 
“prophecy of the triumph of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary, for the 
glory of the Blessed Trinity.”

firmed the general belief of the 
Catholic Traditionalists of the fraud 
perpetrated on the world by the 
Vatican, in 2000. 

On May 11, 2010, Benedict XVI also 
spoke of the “need for the passion of 
the Church which naturally is re¬ 
flected in the person of the Pope,” 
and, therefore, he announced suffer¬ 
ings for the Church, specifying that 
such suffering would have originat¬ 
ed not from external enemies, but 
from within the same Church.

On October 15, 1963, approximately 
three years after the date indicated by 
Lucia dos Santos for the Vatican’s di¬ 
vulgation of the “Third Secret” of 
Fatima, the German newspaper of 
Stuttgart, “Neues Europa,” printed 
the text of “The Secret of Fatima,” 
written by the journalist Louis Em- 
rich, presented under the title: “The 
Future of Humanity in the Light of 
Moscow’s Agreement and the Reve¬ 
lations of the Mother of God at La 
Salette and at Fatima.” 

The text, leaked by a diplomatic in¬ 
discretion, would have been sent, for 
informational purposes only, by the 
Vatican Authorities to those in Wash¬ 
ington, London and Moscow, consid¬ 
ering it essential to an agreement on 
the cessation of nuclear tests. 

The exact same document was pub¬ 
lished in “The St. Anthony Herald” 
N. 15 of May 15, 1975, by a group of 
spiritual sons of the Servant of God, 
Padre Pio of Pietrelcina. 

«In 1963, the German magazine 
“Neues Europa” revealed what could 
be part of the contents of the “Third 
Secret”: “Cardinal against Cardi¬ 
nal and Bishop against Bishop.”

In the presentation of the article: 
“The Secret of Fatima,” published in 
“Neues Europa,” one reads: «The

from the work of Ecclesiastical Ma¬ 
sonry. This appointment was con¬ 
firmed, then, by a papal mandate 
from Pope Pius XII.

Otta- 
viani’s “secret agent” as Card. Ot¬ 
taviani was appointed by Pope Pius 
XII to train and inform Fr Villa 
about the secrets of the Church per¬ 
taining to his papal mandate.

Now, to go back to the size of the 
sheet of paper, on which Sister Lucy 
wrote the “Third Secret” of Fatima, 
here are two quotations from manu¬ 
scripts of Bishop Joao Pereira Ve- 
nancio: 

«On March 1, 1957, Bishop Joao 
Pereira Venancio delivered the doc¬ 
ument to the Portuguese Nuncia¬ 
ture. Before leaving the precious doc¬ 
ument at the Nuncio, Bishop Venan¬ 
cio looked at the mysterious docu¬ 
ment against a light and discerned a 
simple piece of paper with some lines 
of writing. He has identified, in that 
transparency, the size of the paper 
and the darker area of the words 
written by Sister Lucia, but he failed 
to read the contents, says Fr. Luciano 
Cristino, Director of the Service of 
Studies and Dissemination of the 
Sanctuary of Fatima. Since July, 
1982, The Service of Studies (SESDI) 
has in its archives a handwritten doc¬ 
ument of Bishop Joao Pereira Ve¬ 
nancio in which he says exactly what 
he saw in the transparency before 
leaving the envelope at the Nuncia¬ 
ture. (...) 

Here is the transcript of the text: 

«I delivered the letter to the Nuncia¬ 
ture at noon on March 1, 1957. (The 
larger paper corresponds to the size of 
the outer envelope, with the date 8 
.12.1945 [14.5 x 22 cm]. The second 
paper corresponds to what was seen in 
transparency within [12 x 18 cm]. The 
letter - which could also be seen in 
the transparency - is of a size a little 
smaller, at 75 mm from the top and 
from the right side. On the other 
sides, it fits inside the inner envelope. 
The outer envelope, on the back side, 
had the seal of Msgr. Jose in red wax. 
I could not see anything inside the 


transparency, but one could have 
guessed that there was wax on the 
four corners)» (Laurent Morlier, “The 
Third Secret of Fatima Published 
by the Vatican is a Fake, Here’s the 
Evidence ...” Saipan Publisher, 2005, 
p. 217). 

«According to Frere Michel (p. 321) 
Msgr. Venancio would note as well 
that the writing on the paper had 
3/4 of cm margin and Kramer noted 
that discrepancy with the manuscript 
of 2000 which had no margins. But 
the document of Msgr. Venancio 
which was published recently, says 
something different. The prelate noted 
the size of the envelope of Lucia (12 x 
18 cm) and notes that “the letter,” al¬ 
so seen in transparency, it is a little 
smaller than the size, less than 3-4 
cm above and to the right, while on 
the other sides coincided with the in¬ 
ner envelope.» (Aura Miguel, “Totu 
tuus” p. 141) 

The two quotations may coincide with 
each other if we could correct two in¬ 
accuracies: 75 mm should instead be 
7.5 mm, and 3-4 cm should be 3/4 
cm. 

This is confirmed by the two sen¬ 
tences: “the letter” in view of trans¬ 
parency, “is of a size a little smaller 
...” and “is a little smaller than the 
size (envelope Lucia)” ... 

At this point, the size of the letter are 
finally clear and definitive: the size of 
Lucia’s envelope least 3/4 cm (or 7.5 
mm) above and to the right, while 
on the other sides coincided with 
the inner envelope. 

The letter then has the format: 11.25 
cm x 17.25 cm. 
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By entering the sentences of the “Third Secret” on a sheet size of 11.25 cm x 17.25 cm 
written by margins of 7.5 mm, we get the following result: 
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over the worhcf. Jit Cast, those who wiCC survive aCC of these events 
wiCC once more procCaim (Jod and dCis QCory and serve dCim Cihj 6efore, 
when the worCd was not so corrupted.
